The work horse of the Klingon Empire. 

The B'rel-class (also known as the K22B-class) was a type_°^ l ' n9 ° n 

^ we, 

o«en SEE* in 2270. Is the second known Blrd-of- 

Prey operated by the Klingon Empire, it 
builds directly on the successful design on 
the earlier Birds-of-Prey but includes ideas 
and technology taken from Romulan 
designs obtained in the short lived Klingon- 
Romulan alliance of the 23rd century, most 
notably a cloaking device. The B'rel class 
not only remained in service well into the 
24th century but also inspired a larger 
variation, the K'vort class. 

The B’rel class bird-of-prey features 
adjustable wings, which can take on 
different positions to optimize the class for 
battle warp speed, atmospheric flight and 
even landing (TOS movie & novelizations: 

Star Trek III: The Search for Spock, Star 
Trek IV: The Voyage Home). In 2293 one 
B'rel class ship, the IKS Dakronh, was 
modified to fire it weaponry whilst cloaked. 

Despite its advantages, this vessel was 
destroyed after only a few months of 
operation. (TOS movie & novelization: Star 
Trek VI: The Undiscovered Country) 

The IKV Black Demon, being the 
first chapter of KAG in the DFW area, 
chose to start it's life as a B rel class Bird- 
of-Prey. As of this printing, the chapter has 
just enough members to warrant an 
upgrade to the larger K’vort class. This

There’s no Klingon like an 
old Klingon. That's what fans 
of Deep SjHH'f Nine will dis¬ 
cover this week when the 
three actors who were the 
first to play Klingons on the 
original Star Tn>k return for the episode 
“Blood Oath" (check local listings). After 
25 years John Colicos William Camp¬ 
bell, and Michael Ansara return to the 
Star Tirk universe in the roles they origi¬ 
nated—Klingons Kor. Koloth, and Kang, 
who arrive at Deep Space Nine looking to 
settle a very' old grudge. The trio seek the 
Curzon Dax to aid them, and are predict¬ 
ably surprised to learn that the entity now 
resides in a woman’s body. 

Colicos introduced Star Trek' s first 
Klingon Kor—in the 1967 episode "Er¬ 
rand of Mercy." (He later went on to por¬ 
tray the villainous Ballar in the late-TOs 
sci-fi series Hat ties tar Galuctieo.) Ansa¬ 
ra played Kang in the 1968 episode "Day 
of the Dove." As for Campbell, lus first 
Sta r Trek appearance was as Trelane. the 
foppish Squire of Gothos in 1967; he play¬ 
ed the Klingon Koloth later that year in 


the legendary’ “Trouble with Tribbles" epi¬ 
sode. 7Vek creator Gene Roddenberry 
reportedly considered Campbell for the 
Picard role in Star Ttrk: The Next Genera¬ 
tion before deciding on Patrick Stewart 
Like our old friend Bill Mumy. who 
spends a lot more time in the makeup 
chair for his current role on Babylon 5 
than be did for Lost in Sjxice , Michael An¬ 
sara was a bit daunted by die demands 
on his patience that the new Klingon look 
required. “I asked the producers why they 
made the makeup for these characters so 
much more elaborate than it was when 
we originally played them. They told me 
that it’s because these Klingons are now* 
180 to 200 years old, and they show physi¬ 
cal signs of aging, like wrinkles, die origi¬ 
nals didn’t." Of course, advances in make 
up technology and bigger budgets dian 
the original show may have had some- 
dung to do with it. too. The 
bottom line for Ansara was 
four hours of sitting mo¬ 
tionless before each shoot. 
Although lu* hasn’t seen 
the episode yet, die semi- 
retired Ansara (known to 
genre fans for lus role in 
the 1961 film "Voyage to the 
Bottom of the Sea" which 
was die basis for the TV se¬ 
ries) says it was worth it. 
"The people I worked with 
seem to think it’s the best 
episode they’ve done this 
season/ ■
